Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the references discloses alone or in combination a liquid core waveguide 
device for fluorescence spectroscopy having a flextube for defining a liquid core and 
being configured into a coil; wherein the flextube is transmissive to light in a relative 
short excitation wavelength range through the walls into the liquid core to excite 
molecular material in the core, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations. 

The examiner agrees with the applicants' arguments on pages 7 and 8 in the 
remarks accompanying the amendment of February 2, 2004, and fully concurs that 
neither Machler nor Rockwell III reference discloses or suggests all the limitations 
above. 

Claims 2-21 are therefore allowed.
